Sept.  11.— A  resolution  endorsing  the  holding  of  n 
conference  of  commercial  and  Industrial  leaders  throughout 
the  Tftrloua  parte  ot  the  Empire  and  authorlHug  the  appoint - 
meni  oi  ■  lepieiautetfaw  eoramlttee  of  nine  men  to  take  etieb  atepa 
u  may  be  neceeury,  In  conference  with  the  Dominion  Oovem- 
ment  and  other  interested  bodies,  to  determine  the  form  and  data 
of  such  fi  cdnference;  to  swcure!  the  active  co-opfratlon  of  ihOM  In- 
terests In  the  confprpiice  to  undertake  the  orBflnlzat'.oii  of  the  Ca- 
nadian section,  and  the  rolU-ctlnK  <>f  the  necessary  Canadian  data, 
was  passed  unanimously  in  this  afternoon's  session  of  the  Canadian 
Chamber  tH  OoKuacre*  oonventlon. 

The  speolal  eommltiee  was  em- 
powered by  the  rasolirtiDn  to  sp- 
point  deleffsies  to  represent  tiie  Ca- 
nadlen  Cbamber  of  Commerce  at 
t  he  conference,  snd  also  at  any 
ithcr  conferenoe  held  durlnc  the 
coming  year  at  which  the  derciop- 
ment  of  BBptre  tlBde  ean  be  ad- 
vanced.

The  system  eonslata  of  a  me- 
Chan  leal  milking  unit  of  standard 
make,  but  instead  of  going  into  the 
uniifl!  pnrtable  rrrrptacle,  the  milk 
U  (lrii»ii  inh.  a  sUiLlonaxy  container 
located  between  two  italls  and 
somewhat  above  the  cows  The  re- 
ceptacle Is  of  unbrpskablp  glass  and 
Is  suspended  from  a  wrlRhlng  mech- 
anism. Its  transparency  makes  the 
:htf  of  mtlkuig  visible  to  the  opera- 
lor  at  all  times,  both  by  the  amount 
of  milk  tn  the  receptacle  and  by  the 
weight  registered  Iv  the  scale.  When 
the  milk  ceases  to  flow  into  tbe  re- 
ceptacle, the  operator  reeorda  tbe 
weight  flC  the  milking  and  opena  a 
valve  laddx  permits  the  milk  lo  be 
drawn  from  tha  botlom  of  the  con- 
tainer through  the  plpeUnes. 

Tests  of  the  bacterial  content  of 
milk  produced  umler  the  new  .lyji- 
tem  show  that  aftrr  pasteurisation 
and  cooling  the  average  count  tor 
four  days  was  Mvly  fifty-five  per 
cubic  centimetre.  The  system  ni^t 
only  gives  a  cleaner  product.  Mr. 
Graves  says,  but  reduces  the  labor 
and  the  costs  Incidental  r/y  milking.
